These serv ices consist of readings 
responses and chants or hy mns t a ­ 
ken. literally or in para pi ;*a>e from 
the Old Testament, principally from 
Psalms.

these serv ices are condu cted in He­ 
brew, with sermon in the v ernacu ­ 
lar; 
in reform sy nagogu es, the lit­ 
u rgy 
is 
in 
alternate Hebrew and 
v ernacu lar, with sermon and hy mns 
in the latter. 


'Flie distinctiv e additional featu re 
jn both orthodo'x and reform sy na­ 
gogu es is the blowing of the Shofar, 
or ram's horn. 
This is the primitiv e 
tru mpet u sed in proclamations, or 
for the pu rpose of conv oking the 
people of Israel in ancient day s in 
the wilderness and in Palestine. The 
>ou nds of the Shofar serv e to re­ 
call to the modern Jew the long and 
v aried career of his people in the 
thirty -fiv e centu ries of the history . 
They serv e likewise to remind him of 
the responsibilities which

Washington, Sept. 15.—The grain 


sorghum specialists in the United 
States Department of Agriculture 
have found that the feeding value of 
these sorghums is within 10 per cent 
of-that of corn. If the price of the 
sorghum grains, therefore, is less 
than 90 per cent of the price of corn 
it is profitable to feed them. In a 
large portion of the country the price 
for sorghum grain is usually much 
less than this and the grain sor- 
ghums, should, therefore, be used far 
more than at present as a feed for 
live stock. 


Chemical analysis of 
sorghum 


grams compared with dent corn show 
that the sorghums higher in protein 
content than corn. The carbohydrate 
content is practically the same. On 
the other 
hand the fat content is 


' much lower than ..'in corn and the 
fiber content is also somewhat less. 
The sorghums are eaten readily by 
stock and poultry of all kinds. Moldy 
heads or musty weevil grain will nol 
be relished any more than corn, oats 
or barley in the same condition.

The holiday and its significance is 


explained as follows by Rabbi Mor- 
ris M. Feuerlicht, of the most in- 
fluential synagogue in Indianapolis, 
which was written specially for the 
United Press: 


The religious New Year of Jews is 


known in Hebrew as Rosh Hashon- 
ah, literally "The Head of the Year." 
Being biblical in origin, its date, like 
all biblical holy days, is reckoned 
according to the lunar calendar. The 
latter counts the day as beginning 
at sundown and ending at sunset 
instead of, from midnight to mid- 
night, as measured in the solar cal- 
endar. 
Rosh Hashonah, therefore, 


begins on Friday evening, 'Septem- 
ber 20th, ijnd among more 
pious 


Jews, is observed two days. This is 
coincident with the lunar date, the 
first of the Tishri, which is the sev- 
enth of the lunar months. It marks 
the beginning of 
the 
year 
5675, 


which, according 
to 
the- biblical 


chronology, is the 
date 
of 
the 


world's creation. 


Contrary to the .eririoj^V.-notions 


prevalent among their non-Jewish 
neighbors, the celebration of the day 
by Jews is very plain and 
simple. 


As all 'biblical students, Jewish and 


hristian, should know, the observ- 


ance of the day is enjoined in Levi- 
ticus, Chapter 23, verses 24 and 25; 
.ind in Numbers, Chapter 29, verse 
1. 
No specified or formal method 


of celebration is here commanded be- 
vond the injunctions to hold a holy 
convocation, to blow the 
trumpet, 


and to cease from daily labor. But 
n all synagogues 
throughout 
the 


world; wherever a Minyan or quo- 
rum of ten men can be collected ser- 
vices are 
conducted evening and . 


norning in which the spirit and pur- 
rose of the holy day are expresesd. 


These services consist ut' readings 


responses and chants or hymns ta- 
ken, literally or in i._raphrase from 
he Old Testament, principally from 
Psalms. In orthodox 
synagogues, 


;hese services are conducted in Ile- 
>rew, with sermon in the vernacu- 
ar; 
in reform synagogues, tho Ht- 


urey is in alternate Hobrew and 
vernacular, with sermon and hymns 
n the latter. 


The distinctive additional feature 


in both orthodox and reform syna- 


•ogues is the blowing of the Shofar, 
or ram's horn. This is the primitive 
trumpet used in proclamations,' or 
for the purpose of convoking the 
people of Israel in ancient days "in 
the wilderness and in Palestine. The 
sounds of the Shofar serve to re- 
call to the modern Jew the long and 
varied career of his people in the 
thirty-five centuries of t'.ie history. 
They serve likewise to remind him of 
the responsibilities which sneh 
a 


long and proud vhistory involve, as 
well as of the obligations and duties- 
he owes to mankind and to life in 
general.

In writ- 
ing an introduction for 
the book, 


"The People's Education," the sec- 
retary points to vocational education 
asy ;"the way out." 
John A. Lapp, 


director of the bureau of legislative 
information, and Carllrl. Mote, local 
newspaper men, are the authors of 
the volume, which will soon be is- 
sued by Bobbs-Merrill. 


"We are as a people, the wasters 


of-the world and are the prodigal 
son among nations. We save enor- 
mously each year but waste far more 
than we save," is one of Redfield's 
striking statements. 


"It seems to be our national tem- 


perament almost to rejoice in 
the 


prodigality with which we expend 
our resources o'r in the happy care- 
lessness with which we allow them to 
go unused," continues Redfield. The 
secretary declares that as a people 
the nation wastes life as no others 
do and that the annual toll of those 
who are killed and wounded by veh- 
icles' in the 
streets of 
New York 


alone would dim the records of many 
a sanguinary battlefield. 


"There are ways of wasting, how- 


ever, very sad ways of wasting, in- 
deed, which the above does not in- 
clude,"'the introduction concludes. 
"There is a way of killing the best 
in life while the body goes on living 
and we have been singularly skill,- 
ful in these injurious processes" 


"The difficulty is that the fruitful 


work of the educator reaches at its 
best far too small a minority among 
us while it is essential deeply es- 
sential, that its influence should be 
vastly extended. We are just begin- 
ning to realize that by the failure 
of some phases of our educational 
systems to meet the living needs if 
living boys and girls, we are permit- 
ting them to enter a sort of death in 
life which is having most hurtful ef- 
fects upon our country." 


Redfield says there is no hostility 


between vocational education and 
aeadcmic education, but 
that they 


stand in a helpful relation toward 
each other. 
Vocational education, 


he says, in praising the book 
will 


lead -away from the life which is a 
blind alley or that reaches a mental 
"impasse" before maturity is well 
begun.

Because a corporation named the 


American Can Company lifted the 
tin can, as one might say, off 
the 


pantry shelf and glorified it to the 
extent of a "hundred million dollars. 


If you are interested, go down to 


BaltimoreOctoiber 5. In the United 
States district court room there you 


find our own Uncle Sam, coal 


off and sleeves rolled up, doing his 
level best to dump the water out of 
this million dollar tin can and cut 
the can up into a lot of little cans. 


There will he gentlemen there in 


natty business suits on the other side 
of the room hooting at Uncle Sam. 
They will say, in effect: 


"Why, Uncle Sam, what are you 


trying to do ? Do you think you have 
an enormous 
tin can there? And 


that it's full of water? What bosh!" 


But Uncle Sam will gravely pro- 


ceed; and this is about what he'll try 
to show; 
:i 


(Uncle Sain speaking) 
"There was a man by the name oi 


Dan Reid in Richmond, Indiana, Dan- 
iel G. Reid, he is now, of New York, 
former commodore of The New York 
Yacht club and quite a considerable 
citizen altogether. 


"There was another man in this 


same town by the name of W. B. 
Leeds, lie and Reid got togethei 
with some Chicago fellows and or- 
ganized the 'Tin Plate Trust;' which 
is to say that they bought up or 
gained control of every tin-plate fac- 
tory in tlie country. 
: 


;To weld all these factories to- 


gether into one organization took a 
heap of financial juggling; and even 
after the thing was organized Dan 
Reid spent many a sleepless night 
figuring out ways and means of keep- 


the thing together. 
His stock 


went a-begging. 


"Finally, 'however, the thing began 


to shape around and Reid woke up 
one morning to find himself so rich 
he didn't know where to begin cutting 
the coupons. 


"I claim that the American Can 


Company, against 
which 
I have 


brought an anti-trust -suit, is a child 
of the tin can business from start to 
finish; and that the can-buyer and 
te can-user is^ financially getting 
the worst of this monoply. 


"When the American Can Corn- 


pan}- was organized in New Jersey in 
1901 it gobbled up, according to a 
prearranged plan, more than a hun- 
dred can-making plants and busi- 
nesses—or every can-making plant 
of consequence in the United States. 


As the result of this gobbling up I 


claim that fhe American Can Com- 
pany got such a strangle hold on the 
can 'business in the United States 
that when Homer Bliss, (who was 
one of the factory men who sold 
out to the trust,) told an official of 
the American Can Company that he 
could "do better business if- the 
customers were given better prices," 
he received this reply: 


"I guess we got the bulge on .'em, 


Bliss: and I don't believe it makes 
much difference what prices we ask. 
They have to buy of us." 


"I claim that the American Sheet 


& Tin Plate Company is a New Jer- 
sey corporation under contract to 
furnish the American Can Company 
with" tin-plate at 'preferential' prices. 


*1 also daim that until- just a 


short" time before the* filing' of 'this 
suit the Maxams Machine Company 
of New York was under contract to 
furnish the American Gas Company 
with its special oan-making machin- 
ery 'exclusively.' 


"The Sanitary Can Company and 


the Missouri Can Company I say are 
subsidiaries of the American Can 
Company. 


These three companies control the 


trade in tin ens of every descrip- 
tion; vegetable fruit,, oyster, lard, 
hiking powder,'toilet 
article 
and 


many other kinds of cans. 


"No manfaeturer up to 1901 con- 


trolled a large part of this rapidly 
increasing understate trade in cans. 


'But this combination took these 


plants, filled them with water and 
Started "in deliberately to 'soak' the 
public. They made the former own- 
ers of the plants agree not to go 
back into the can business for fif- 
teen years. They gained control of 
the can-making patents. 


'Within two years after this the 


American Can Company shut down 
and 
dismantled most of the 100 


and nioi-e plants it had bought. 


"The United States Steel Corpor- 


ation which controls the old Tin 
Plat'e Trust, contracted to give pre- 
ference to the American Can Com- 
pany and some of the Can Company 
organizers are stockholders in the 
steel corporation. 


"I want the court to declare this 


company an illegal combination in 
restraint of trade. I want it to be

"Peter LI Lineweaver, a small can 


maker in Baltimore, 
whose plant 


was acquired by the American Can 
Company said:

last time and if I wanted to give 
him an option on my plant I would 
have to give it to him then. I had 
held off. I did not sell, until I 
found that all the rest of them had 
sold.
